Report of Town Meeting 
Tuesday, March 13, 1990 


The polls were declared open by the Moderator, Donald Johnson, at 9:00 a.m. 
in the downstairs of the Freedom Town Hall. (The polls were open from 9:00 a.m. 
to 7:00 p.m.). The Town Meeting was held upstairs; the Moderator opened the meeting 
at approximately 9:02 a.m. 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

The Moderator announced that this was taking place at the polls downstairs, 
by written ballot. 

The Moderator also announced that Articles 2 through 7, relating to proposed 
changes in the Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, as required 
by State Statutes governing same, were being voted on downstairs by written ballot. 
It was noted that there could be no discussion and no amendments. 


MOTION made by Richard Goff to dispense with the reading of Articles 2 through 7; 
SECONDED by William Cutler. 
VOTED: YES, unanimous. 


Articles 2 through 7 are included in these minutes as part of the official record, 
with the recorded vote noted thereafter. 


Article 2: (To vote by Official Ballot) To see if the Town will vote to amend 
the existing Freedom Zoning Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board in Amend- 
ment #1 which should add a new article relating to wetlands. 

The official copy of the amendment is on file and available to the public at the 
Office of the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the meeting. The following 
question is on the Official Ballot: 


“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #1 as proposed by the Plan- 
ning Board for the Freedom Zoning Ordinance as follows. The purpose of this 
amendment is to insert into the Town Zoning Ordinance the Wetlands Conser- 
vations Ordinance adopted by the Town Meting on March 11, 1979, which 
regulates the use of land in wetlands.”

and make changes in form in Section 14.01 and 18.02.”

The purpose of this amend- 
ment is to clarify sections of the Zoning Ordinance, namely, add Section 407 
which sets forth the requirements when the load is increased on a sewage disposal 
system, and delete Section 304.6.6 so as to comply with the existing State law; 
amend Section 308.2C as to the measurement of the front yard; amend Section 
309.2 as to accessory buildings or structures within ten feet of the lot line; amend 
Sections 405 as to driveway permits; and amend Sections 502 and 506 relating 
to non-conforming uses and structures.”

The purpose of this amend- 
ment is to add a new Section 40B limiting the maximum number of unregistered 
motor vehicles on a lot to two (2); amending Section 11.02.2 to allow buildings 
to occupy ten percent (10%) or not more than 10,000 square feet of floor area 
for Light Commercial uses; and amend Section 13.01.2 to allow buildings to oc- 
cupy ten percent (10%) or not more than 10,000 square feet of floor area for 


Light Commercial uses; and amend Section 13.01.2 relating to campgrounds 
to clarify the minimum lot size for each lodging unit.”

Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept 
a deed of two roads located off Independence Drive in Section III of Lake Ossipee 
Village as Town roads, said roads being known as Hillside Drive, being approximate- 
ly 1,400 feet long. Both Hillside Drive and Little Knoll Circuit have been built and 
approved by the Selectmen and Road Agent as conforming to Town specifications.

Proposed AMENDMENT to the Article made by Ralph Leone, SECONDED by 
Richard Pascoe, to allow Mr. Sands to give the Town $1,500.00 to hold in escrow, 
and Mr. Sands will agree to get the roads sealed himself, and then the Town will 
pay him back.

Richard Pascoe proposed an AMENDMENT TO THE AMENDMENT, stating 
that the money figure should be deleted from the Article, and Mr. Sands would have 
to have the roads sealed according to specifications of the Selectmen. SECONDED 
by Janet Leone.

(If a majority of the voters voting on this question vote in the affirmative, then 
there will no longer be a resident tax collected effective April 1, 1990.)

Article 25: To see if the Town will adopt a bylaw pursuant to RSA 31:41-c 
regulating the distribution of campaign materials and electioneering at Town elec- 
tions, as follows: 


Distribution of campaign materials, electioneering or any other activity which 
affects the safety, welfare and rights of voters at any Town election is prohibited. 

This regulation will not apply to the display of printed or written matter attached 
to any legally parked motor vehicle nor to activities conducted wholly on private pro- 
perty so long as such activities do not interfere with people approaching or leaving 
a polling place. 

A copy of this ordinance shall be posted 72 hours in advance of any Town elec- 
tion at the Freedom Town Hall. 

Any violation of this bylaw shall constitute a violation and a fine may be imposed 
as provided by law.

“Shall we adopt optional adjusted elderly exemptions from property tax? The 
optional exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers shall be 
as follows: for a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $12,000; for a person 
75 years of age up to 80 years, $25,000.00; for a person 80 years of age or older, 
$50,000. To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for 
at least five (5) years; own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real 
estate is owned by his spouse, they must have a net income of less than $10,000 
or, if married, a combined net income of less than $12,000; and own net assets 
not in excess of $50,000 excluding the value of the person’s residence.” 


Voting on this question shall be by printed YES or NO ballot. If this Article is 
approved, the changes will take effect on April 1, 1990 for tax assessments on that date.

necessary to carry out this vote.

Article 32: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of the receipt of taxes to pay current maintenance and opera- 
tion expenses as provided in RSA 33:7 of the Municipal Finance Act.

Article 33: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the board of Selectmen 
to apply for, accept and expend without further action by the Town meeting, money 
from the State, Federal or other governmental unit or a private source which becomes 
available during the fiscal year as provided in RSA 31:95-b which limits the expen- 
ditures to legal purposes for which a town may appropriate money and requires a 
public hearing prior to the Selectmen taking any action.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORTS 


All of us are aware of the problems facing this nation. The war in the Gulf and 
economic recession are but two of the many problems of national magnitude that 
effect all of us. 

But I would like this message to address the problems and changes within 
Freedom. Changes imposed by the various boards that are responsible for the policy 
and direction of this Town, now and in the immediate future. 

I have attempted to list 1990 changes in order of significance. 

United Appraisal Company established 100% value on 2745 pieces of property. 
130 of these property owners were dissatisfied with the new value and applied to 
the Selectmen for further judgement. 58 of these were granted an adjustment, the 
remaining 72 were denied. The final decision was made on January 7, 1991. The 
Town has a substantial investment in time and money to do what was necessary to 
finish the appeals process begun by United Appraisal in the spring of 1990. 

A new septage facility for Freedom has been approved by the State and will open 
in the spring. 

The Town Hall & Office has new combination windows, the Town Office also 
has new doors and an entrance porch. 

In the spring of 1990 current use was a popular alternative to approximately 80 
citizens who sought tax relief. 

Freedom along with Ossipee and Effingham are forming a commission to oversee 
the Ossipee River Dam and insure proper lake level to protect lakefront property values. 

1990 was indeed a busy year - 1991 looms equally challenging. Freedom is com- 
peting with 50 other Towns to qualify for $10,000 of matching grant to be used at 
our landfill. This grant will be awarded to communities with most original and effi- 
cient recycling plans. 

The Selectmen are working on a plan to make flood insurance available to owners 
of property subject to flooding. Also with voter consent to start an ambitious road 
sealing project to save our roads. 

In closing I would like to give special thanks to board members and all others 
who voluntarily demonstrate their commitment faithfully to this community, and I 
urge those who don’t serve, and could, to join us in keeping Freedom a place we 
are all proud to call home.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE 


To the Selectmen of Freedom and The Citizens of the Town: 


The year 1990 is over, and as we look back we saw alot of changes. With each 
new year we see an increasing number of calls for service, and 1990 was no excep- 
tion. The type of calls we most frequently answer are Motor Vehicle Accidents, 
Burglaries, and alarms. 

Our Motor Vehicle activity showed the largest increase for 1990, up 25% over 
1989, with speeding complaints being up 30%. 

The training a Police Officer receives is one of the most important aspects of 
their job. In 1990 each Officer of the Freedom Police Department received well over 
the State requirements with training such as self defense with the PR24 Baton, 
Domestic Violence and motor vehicle & criminal law updates. 

As we look to the year ahead we hope to increase even more the amount of training 
each Officer will receive so we may better serve the people of Freedom. 

As the Police Chief and a resident of Freedom I take this opportunity to thank 
my Officers, all the department heads and Town Officials for their cooperation and 
assistance this past year.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During Calendar Year 1990, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average 
number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled 
without a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, permit fires that escaped control 
and rekindled fires. All of these fires are preventable, but ONLY with your help. 

Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27 II) requires that, ‘““No person, firm or cor- 
poration shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned 
any material in the open, except when the ground is covered with snow, without 
first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town 
where the burning is to be done.”’ 

Violations of RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and 
you are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns 
in wildland fire suppression during 1990, including a 262 acre fire in Moultonboro 
and several fires in Hooksett. 

In 1990, the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands trained 844 local 
Wardens and Deputy Wardens in the Incident Command System (ICS), and incident 
management system for all types of emergencies. In 1991, Wardens will be trained 
in the use of Class A foam in wildfire suppression. 

If you have any questions regarding New Hampshire forest fire laws, please con- 
tact your local Forest Fire Warden, State Forest Ranger, or the Division of Forests 
and Lands at 271-2217.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 1990 


The Conservation Commission meets almost every month. Meeting times are 
posted at the Town Hall. Citizens interested in conservation concerns are invited 
to join us at any time. 

The commission has identified the following issues as key conservation priorities: 


1. Monitoring the process for dredge and fill permits administered by the New 
Hampshire Wetlands Board. 

2. Preserving the quality of our natural wetlands and water bodies. 

3. Development of an aquifer protection ordinance for the Town of Freedom. 

4. Providing assistance for property owners seeking to designate land for con- 
servation purposes. 


We have made every attempt to familiarize ourselves with the details of each 
dredge and fill permit application. In many cases, a site inspection has been con- 
ducted. In making our recommendations to the State Wetlands Board, we have kept 
the preservation of water quality as our highest priority. 

Please be aware that Freedom property owners are required to obtain permits 
prior to a landowner or contractor beginning work in or adjacent to a wetland area 
(within 10 feet). This includes the construction of culverts, bridges, docks and similar 
structures. Applications can be obtained from the Town Clerk. We stand ready to 
assist you with any questions or concerns. 

The commission has also investigated several instances where citizens have in- 
dicated concern about wetlands projects they have observed. We are grateful for citizen 
involvement in our attempts to conserve our natural environment. 

We are proceeding with our plans to work with the State of New Hampshire’s 
lay monitoring system to conduct some water testing this summer. Our plans call 
for testing in Cold Brook and Square Brook. This should give our town a good idea 
of the relative quality of some of the major sources of water. 

The state did a water quality study on Lake Ossipee in 1987. The results were 
somewhat reassuring. Loon Lake will be going through a water qualtiy study by the 
State during this upcoming summer of 1991. 

In order to carry through our mandate for overseeing the protection of water 
and groundwater, we are currently investigating the feasibility of an acquifer protec- 
tion ordinance. We will make the results of our investigations public so that citizens 
can be familiar with our proposal. 

We are grateful for the spirit of cooperation which is being encouraged among 
all of the committees, boards and departments in Freedom, and we look forward to 
continuing to work for the benefit of the Town of Freedom during the year ahead.

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CODES/ZONING OFFICER REPORT 


Once again I am grateful for this opportunity to have served the Town in the 
capacity of its codes/zoning officer. 

I would report that 200+ building permits were issued during 1990, eight of 
which were new homes. The remainder were for remodeling, additions, decks, sheds, 
sunrooms, etc. 75% of these were issued to site owners at the Totem Pole Park 
Campgrounds. 

In addition a fair number of septic designs were reviewed for Town criteria. 

The Town’s adoption of the electrical and plumbing codes this past spring has 
met with positive results. Iam delighted to find how receptive home owners and con- 
tractors have been to comply with these codes in order to insure for their selves and 
their client’s sound installation practices. 

For myself, I continue to be a part of the New Hampshire Building Association 
and attend their bi-monthly meetings. I also have attended a number of training 
seminars sponsored by the N.H.B.O.A., thus enabling me to be better equipped to 
serve you, the townspeople. 

I trust this year of 1991 will be as good as this past year.

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REPORT OF TOWN AUDITOR 


I certify that I have examined the accounts of the Selectmen, Tax Collector, Town 
Clerk, Treasurer and Trustee of the Trust Funds and found that the sums collected 
and paid are in agreement with the respective entries for all accounts. 

In late September 1990 the Department of Revenue Administration adopted a 
new standardized modified accrual accounting system beginning January 1, 1991. 
All towns will be required to report financial information in the new format. This 
will require more extensive bookkeeping than the previous cash basis and will re- 
quire additional training of personnel or the use of outside services. 

We have changed over the computer accounting codes and are in the process 
of introducing improved vendor accounting and other payables. 

During the past year office bookkeeping was extensively involved in updating 
the town’s property records. This was necessary to provide correct information to 
the reappraisal firm. 

Tax Collector records were reviewed and uncollectable taxes written off.
